beon taken ap. A contract was entered into 
and signed on the 23rd Febroary, reapeot- 
ing the latter quantity, a date was 
atipulatod when delivery was tu be tuken, 
and it wasclearly and diatinotly understow 
that, if the goods wore not taken up within 
two months from the dato of the contract, 
they would be put up to auctiun Notice 
was frequently sent to defendant to come 
and take delivery, and it was not till a fort- 
night after the expiration of the-contract 
time that the sale took place. The usual 
announcement of the sale was made to the 
dealers in piece-gooda, and the attendance 
at the auction was large. The goods how- 
ever failed to fetch the amount agreed upon 
at the purchase by $722, the amount sued 
for, ry 

Nr Auzhes, of the firm of Hughes and 
Legge, said he-receiv.d instructions from 
Messrs Turner and Co, to sell by auction at 
their godowns a quantity of Irish linens, 
onthe 22ad May. On tho 21st he sent, 
through his cowpradore, tho usual intima. 
tion of sale to the several pieco-goode 
dealers in the town, and the plaintiff re- 
ceived a notice as did other traders, A large 
number of persons attended the anctio. 
and he did not think the salo was proju- 
diced by the shortness of the nutice given. 

Mr Johnson contended that the notice of 
the aale was not sufficient, and called one 
witness who Baid he would have attended 
the auction if he had known it was to take 
place. 

Mr Wotton argued that the case as put for- 
ward by the plaintiff was complete, and 
that in the terms of the agreement it was 
not nocessary to give bim any notice of 
the sale whatever.

A HOLIDAY IN BOSOBOSO, 
(The Californian.) 

The Philippine Islands—so named in 
honor of tho celebrated Philip II, of 
Spain—lie about four hundred wiles to 
the southeast of China, Some one 
thousand five hundred islands compose 
tho group, and easily give support to 
about soven million porsona. This po- 
pulsation is Malayan in character, and 
signs are not wanting that the largo 
islands to the south, Java, Borneo, and 
Sumatra, have been invaded and taken 
possession of in the same manner, viz, 
by hordes from the Malay peningula on 
tho main-land. Spain claim stho Philip 
pines by right of discovery. Magellan 
landed on one of tho islands in 1521, 
and here his renowned voyage ended, as 
he was killed on tho island of Mactan, 
after having fought all day, with sixty 
mon, against six thousand savages, 

Manila is the c»pital city, and is now 
some three hundred years old, baving 
been founded soon after the discovery. 
The ancient city still exists on its old 
site, in the heart of modern Manila, 
surrounded by lofty walla, bounded by a 
moat, and entered only by draw-bridgos, 
which can be hoisted in cage of need. 
Tho trade of Manila was restricted for 
many years to a ycarly ship to Acapulco, 
bringing silks and East India goods,and 
taking back silver bara Lt hardly 
merited the name of trade, but it was 
all that the Mudrid,gavernment would 
permit, A naval veygel was set apart 
for thia sorvice, A goneral had comn-

A cup of chocolate, a glass of water, 
and a‘cigar make our breakfast. The 
accommedations have:not been -sump- 
tuous, but-thoy huve been freely. given, 
without a thought of compensation, The 
native ia very -hospitable, and oné covll 
travel for weeks without any ‘botel bills 
to pay. Bidding good-bye to the fair 
Zeli, we get on our: horse aud ride on, 
Now we bear a strange noise like shriek- 
ing and groaning, and on looking about 
to discover what it can be, wo find that 
it proceeds from carts loaded with hemp, 
each drawn by three buffaloes abreast, 
The.noise is caused by tho creaking of 
the wheels. Those are of one polid piece 
‘and mado of heavy bard wood, the axles 
of the same. We count sixteen, lum- 
bering ‘slowly and noisily along. “The 
road rises now, and we go up a gontle 
hill. A grove of cocoa-trees lies on 
each side of us, The topsof tho trees 
are connected with each other by 
bamboos, which serve at once as airy 
bridges fiom tree to treo, and convey the 
palia-juice fo 2 common centre, where 
it is distilled and made into cocoanut 
whisky, A cocoanut-tree does not bear 
fruit till seven years after planting, that 
is, after the planting of the nut. A 
grove, all fruit-bearing, is estimated to 
be worth one dollar per trea per year. 
Now wo pass groups of houses all similar 
to tho one where wo stopped last night. 
In front of each, several fighting-cocks 
are tethered by tho leg, just out of each 
other's reach, On the left, and not more 
than two miles away, is a volcano, quiet 
just now. The morning breezs carrics 
‘away a thin streamer of smoke, and at 
night a dark-red spot on the apex shows 
that the fires are alight, to burst ont no 
one can tell when. To the ri-ht we 
catch glimpses of several bays that the 
Pacific sends far into tho land. Now 
wo hear shouts and happy laughter, and 
here wo seo a group of women and girls 
washing and bathing, All the streams 
along tho road present very much the 
game acone ofa pleasant morning. These 
girls will undress before your vory eyes, 
and do it without any fveling or know- 
ledge of impropriety. The body-cloth, 
that confines the akirt to the knees, they 
slip up to beneath the armpits, and then, 
pulling the jacket over their heads and 
stepping out of their skirts, they are 
ready for the bath. A native passes us 
on horseback, legs turnod widely out, 
the big too only in tho. stirrup, no girth 
to the saddlle, and nothing but o bit of 
hemp, noosed over the lower jaw, for a 
bridle, A woman follows, sitting on a 
straw sidesaddle with no pommel, a 
bundle of nice white hemp in front of 
her, and a little girl bebind her, carrying 
a bag to ‘ill with rico in exchange for 
the hemp. Still another horse comes in 
sight, carrying 4 rider, and also a bushel-

Madrid government sent to Manila to 
inquire if it was possible to make hemp 
ropes in the islands, and, in response, 
the, captain-general loaded’ a ship with 
henip-trees, and sent several natives skill- 
ed in making it, ‘ The hemp was utilized 
in @ rough’ way through the country; 
whenorer the people wanted a little rope 
thoy cut down a bemp-tree and made it 
on the spot. Lt is easily managed, as 
the plant is » spocies of plantain. But 
the eargo of hemp-plante all rotted away 
long before they reached tho Cape of 
Good Hope, and tho matter was suffered 
to drop. In 1818, at American mado 
a trial shipment of fourteen tone to 
Boston, and from this modest beginning 
Manila's hemp trade has reached forty- 
two thousand tong, exported during a 
single year. 

Manila is a largo city, embracing a 
population of about three hundred thou- 
sand, chiefly made up of natives, with 
twenty thousand Chinese, six thousand 
Europeans—almost entirely Spanish— 
and a large aptinkling of creoles, reault- 
ing from tho mixture of these races.
